Despite the use of fresh reserves and redoubled violence of 
their assaults the Germans are everywhere being held in their 
battle positions along the 50-mile Marne-Champagne front. The 
third day of the fifth and latest German offensive found the battle 
raging most violently from Rheims to positions south 
of 
the 
Marne. The maximum gain of the Germans is about three miles 
and it is estimated that this small advance has cost them close 
to 100,000 men. 
Following the capture of St. Agnan and La Chappelle by 
French and Americans, on the righ flank of the American army 
south of the Marne, the Germans pushed forward in masses of 
reinforcements and attempted to wrest the heights 
from 
the 
allies. The attempt failed, although the Germans succeeded ia 
pushing forward a short distance at one point. 
Since the very beginning of the battle the struggle has been 
marked by the violence of the allied counter attack and from 
the very beginning no sooner did the German legions drive for­ 
ward than they found the French and Americans hurling them­ 
selves forward to meet them. 
In the few instances where the 
Germans gained ground they had the utmost difficulty in holding 
fit. 
Americans are in the thick of the fight everywhere. 
South 
of the Marne the United States troops threw the Germans to the 
northern bank of the stream and have kept them there since. 
Other Americans went into the fray to the east of Jaulgonne, 
where the French were hard pressed and were about to fall back. 
The lines there are still holding. Detachments are rushing to the 
north of the Marne and in Champagne and those that have ar­ 
rived on the scene have lost no time in plunging into the battle. 
There have been no big changes in the battle lines during the past 
24 hours. 
A very significant report is the statement that the 
French have tost no guns. 
The allies have taken over 3,000 prisoners, the Americans 
capturing over two-thirds of them. 


The International News Service correspondent has heard 
from several sources that the German attack was to begin on 
July 15.

SECURING STAND BERMUDA 
GRASS FROM SEED 
Auburn, Ala., July 17 (Special)— 
On*» of the best grass*»» for Alabama 
conditions, whether for pasture or for 
uwn, is Bermuda, according to Prof. 
E. F. t'authon of the Alabama Experi­ 
ment Station at Auburn. 
This grate* is ordinarily grown from 
the stems; occasionally, however, these 
are not available and then the seed 
can be resorted to. 
The 
Bermuda 
plant from seed is very small and 
tender when it first comes up and can­ 
not refist hot, dry weather. Its root» 
ere short and do not reach deep into 
the soil. 
I.u»’. 
summer 
the 
Auburn 
sta- 
t ion 
planted 
some 
Bermuda grass 
seed 
along 
with 
cowpeas on 
the 
station farm, and the result was 
quite 
satisfactory. 
The 
cowpeas 
were sown broadcast at the rate of 
1U bushels per acre and covered with 
a disc harrow. Following immediate­ 
ly behind the disc harrow, Bermuda 
seed was sown at the rate of thre<* 
pounds per acre. 
A corrugated drag 
was run over the soil to cover the 
s-eed very lightly and to pack the 
surface. 
Th,. cowpeas came 
up promptly 
und shaded the ground, keeping tho 
surface moist 
and 
protecting 
the 
young Bermuda plants till they s* 
cured an abundant root system. When 
the cowpeas were mowed for hay in 
the full, the Bermuda 
plants 
had 
thoroughly established themselves. 
This grass can be sown along with 
cowpeas in Alabama during Juiy or 
the first half of August, and when 
handled as 
outlined 
above 
should 
prove quite satisfactory, 
both 
for 
pastura or lawn purposes.
